The w riter who sent this went on to 
•ay, however, that despite his a p p aren t 
succum bing to the contagion, he was still 
against paternalistic, welfare governm ent 
and concluded with the question “ why is 
it that such a healthy, self reliant people 
as we form erly were have com e to con­ 
tract such an unhealthy disease as “ the 
G im m e s .” 
That is a tough question he presented. 
Most of us will agree that it is difficult 
to u n d erstan d or explain this type of dis­ 
integration am ong so m any people. 
We offer one guess however that it is 
the old story the growing influence 'of 
the d em ag o g u e backed by a g re a te r and 
g re a te r rise in the n u m b er of b u reau crats 
holding easy jobs. 
In this or any other nation, every d e m ­ 
agogue who has ever risen to power has 


gained the support of m asse s of the peo­ 
ple by promising large groups so m e s p e c ­ 
ial.economic or social advantage. It is a 
trick almost as old as time itself, to a r r a y 
the m asses against the 
classes — the 
“ have-nots” against the “ h aves.” 
This has happened in 
c o n te m p o ra ry 
history in Russia, m ore recently in Italy, 
still later in G e rm a n y and Spain an d most 
^recently in F ran ce and 
England. F o r 
quite a n u m b er of years the d e m a g o g u e s 
have been operating full steam a h e a d in 
our land of the free and the brave. 
When a demagogue prevails, it ^ • p r i ­ 
m arily the fault of the people. He a p p e a ls 
to their vices ra th e r than to their v irtu es. 
He arouses envy. fans it inio hate, and 
when it is sufficiently inflamed, u ses it 
for his own selfisl end£ to the e v en tu al 
destruction of m an y of the very people 
whom he m akes a pretense of p rotecting 
and helping. 
We have seen d em agogues at w o rk here 
in A m erica for quite som e time. We have 
witnessed a p rem iu m coing put on the 
vices — slackness and indolence— while 
penalties often have been exacted on such 
virtues—thrift and industry. The c la m o r 
of the “ g im m e ” crowd has been e n c o u r ­ 
aged, aided and abetted by the d e m a ­ 
gogue—for tile g im m e s a re p a rt 
stoek and trade. 
We are forgetting that 
people m u st 
PU T IN to a Republic—not TARP: O U T — 
if that Republic is to live. For so m e tim e 
w e ’ve done little but take out and if we 
continue with that process, we will sa p 
the governm ent of its strength a n d leave 
it vulnerable to vultures hovering n e a r. 
Continued appeals to the w e a k n e s se s 
of the Am erican people—to their g reed, 
envy and convetousness— will m a k e for a 
weak and disunited Republic. 
Moral stam in a and m anly virtue in a 
people are what give them unity of a c ­ 
tion and the esprit de corps n e c e s s a ry 
to repel any and all atte m p ts at invasion 
or curtailm ent of their rights and free­ 
doms. 
To be strong, the 
A m erican people 
must get out of the “ something-for-noth- 
ing” tra p into which the d e m ag o g u es h av e 
seduced them. Someone said “ th ere a in ’t 
no such thing as a free lunch.” W hoever 
it was, spoke a great, even if u n g r a m ­ 
m atical truth. 
It already is past time to get rid of this 
debilitating disease.

In a' communication received recently 
for this column, the writer who sent it 
suggested a thought that, although not 
new, appears well worth being repeated. 
Doubtless he was so plagued with things 
that i ame to his notice that he was led to 
declare “the U.S.A. should be renamed 
“the Gimme State," 
Judging by his 
statem ents he 
had 
reached the conclusions he was writing 
about by reason of the fact that he had 
noticed a lot of his own friends and ac- 
quaintences had become stricken with 
the “Gim m e’’ disease. 
“As a m atter of fact", he wrote, “ I fear 
I also have become contaminated. 1 used 
to think I was a pretty self-reliant fellow 
but I am beginning to fear that I am fall­ 
ing victim of the virus, or whatever it 
may be called. I notice that I am begin­ 
ning to reach out my hand for things, 
which down deep in my heart I do not 
rate.” 
“However” , T*e continued, “ I feel that 
I have some excuse because from morn­ 
ing till night I seem to feel that all I hear 
is ‘gimme this and gimme that, gimme 
easier work, gimme better profits, gim­ 
me shorter hours, gimme higher wages, 
gimme higher pensions and start them 
sooner, gimme better crop benefits, gim­ 
me more government funds for schools’ 
and an endless stream of other gim m es.” 
Perhaps this man was a little over­ 
wrought, but if we think about it, his ex­ 
aggeration perhaps w asn’t as great as it 
might seem at first reading. 
The writer who sent this went on to 
say, however, that despite his apparent 
succumbing to the contagion, he was still 
against paternalistic, welfare government 
and concluded with the question “why is 
it that such a healthy, self reliant people 
as we formerly were have come to con­ 
tract such an unhealthy disease as “the 
Gim m es.” 
That is a tough question he presented. 
Most of us will agree that it is difficult 
to understand or explain this type of dis­ 
integration among so many people. 
We offer one guess however that it is 
the old story the growing influence 'of 
the demagogue backed by a greater and 
greater rise in the num ber of bureaucrats 
holding easy jobs. 
In this or any other nation, every dem­ 
agogue who has ever risen to power has 


gained the support of masses of the peo­ 
ple by promising large groups some spec­ 
ial.economic or social advantage. It is a 
trick almost as old as time itself, to array 
the masses against the 
classes —- the 
“have-nots” against the “haves.” 
This has happened in 
contemporary 
history in Russia, more recently in Italy, 
still later in Germany and Spain and most 
^recently in France and 
England. For 
quite a number of years the demagogues 
have been operating full steam ahead in 
our land of the free and the brave. 
When a demagogue prevails, it is»pri­ 
marily the fault of the people. He appeals 
to their vices rather than to their virtues. 
He arouses envy, fans it into hate, and 
when it is sufficiently inflamed, uses it 
for his own selfisl end£ to the eventual 
destruction of many of the very people 
whom he makes a pretense of protecting 
and helping. 
We have seen demagogues at work here 
in America for quite some time. We have 
witnessed a premium oeing put on the 
vices — slackness and indolence—while 
penalties often have been exacted on such 
virtues—thrift and industry. The clamor 
of the “gimme” crowd has been encour­ 
aged, aided and abetted by the dem a­ 
gogue—for the gimmes are p a r t- of his 
stock and trade. 
We are forgetting that 
people must 
PUT IN to a Republic—not TAKE OUT— 
if that Republic is to live. For some time 
we’ve done little but take out and if we 
continue with that process, we will sap 
the government of its strength and leave 
it vulnerable to vultures hovering near. 
Continued appeals to the weaknesses 
of the American people—to their greed, 
envy and convetousness—will make for a 
weak and disunited Republic. 
Moral stamina and manly virtue in a 
people are what give them unity of ac­ 
tion and the esprit de corps necessary 
to repel any and all attempts at invasion 
or curtailment of their rights and free­ 
doms. 
To be strong, the 
American people 
m ust get out of the “something-for-noth- 
ing” trap into which the demagogues have 
seduced them. Someone said “ there ain’t 
no such thing as a free lunch.” Whoever 
it was, spoke a great, even if ungram­ 
m atical truth. 
It already is past time to get rid of this 
debilitating disease.

“ This is no stunt with m e,” 
said Bert Garner, a tall, bent in­ 
tellectual who at the age of 71 
points out he can exist at the 
rate of 15 cents a day or less. 
He hand grinds corn and soy­ 
beans, puts in a little chocolate 
or powdered milk, and m akes a 
m eal of it and says he is satis­ 
fied. 
Bert can still climb 25 to 30 
miles a day through the G reat 
Smoky Mountains. “ I p r e f e r 
simple w ays,” he says. 
To understand B ert you have 
to know him a bit. He doesn’t 
fit any pigeonhole you know. He 
never will. If he found out he 
did. he would change. 
Bert has studied at a num ber 
of universities across the coun­ 
try. He worked in all kinds of 
wandering jobs. He spent about 
a dozen years with the U. S im ­ 


m igration people. 
He lives now all alone in a 
woodland building of his choice. 
It is a two-room cabin he built 
37 years ago. It is in the area 
w here h n r ancestors a r r i v e d " 
som e 200 years ago. 
B ert is slender, white-maned,
